Windbreaks for Orchards. 


Apple trees, as a rule, prefer the 


eastern slopes, because the soil here 
gathers a large amount of sun heat 
during the day. which tempers the 
night, while the keen -winds that sweep 
the hilltop leap into the valley.

Say- 
ing that the soldiers of the Civil War 
had distinguished themselves not only 


the way in which they fought bur 
their conduct after the war, Col- 


onel Roosevelt continued: ''In those 
days, just after the war, there were 
foolish people who talked of imperial- 
ism and of a dictatorship. They said 
that the soldiers would tyrannize our 
country. One of the great lessons 
taught was that in six months after 
the war soldiers could go back to the 
farm and the shop and be absorbed in 
the common life of the people. 


"Tbe talk of imperialism was no 


more foolish then than it is now. I 
ha\re too much respect for you to tell 
YOU that you are in no danger of a 
dictatorship. When any man tells you 
that, get him a nurse and a perambu- 
lator, for if he really believes it he 
isn't fit to be at large. 


"The veterans of the Civil War not. 


only left us a reunited country, united 
forever, and not only left us the price- 
less heritage 
of Ihe memories of 


valorous self-sacrifice shown in the 
Civil War, but also by their careers 
and their whole attitude in. the war 
and after the war nave taught us-les- 
sons which we'should apply to our- 
selves in civil life. 
During the, war 


they showed that mixture of intense 
and lofty idealism with sound, prac- 
tical commonsense which is as essen- 
tial to a nation's success in peace as 
in war. 
"So in civil life at this moment the 


prime necessities oi this nation are 
that our people shall show both a 
lofty idealism in insisting on the rule 
of justice, and hard-headed practical 
common sense in recognizing that we 
must- secure material prosperity, and 
mat so far from there being any nec- 
essary 
antagonism 
between justice 


and material prosperity, neither ran 
be given its full development unless 
the development of both goes hand in 
hand. 


"Every man in the army would have 


recognized, as every man in civil life 
ought to recognize, that equality of 
reward where there is an utter in- 
equality of service is itself a verj 
gross form of injustice. But no sol- 
dier bore patiently the sight of re- 
ward coming to a general not because 
of service, but because of political or 
financial intrigue, and no soldier was 
patient with the giving of reward 
where a service had not been rendered. 


"In jtistice the same waj, in civil 


life, no good citizen should withhold 
his hearty praise from those who suc- 
ceeded in business or any other career 
as the result of honest exercise of 
superior ability. Our protest must be 
merely against utter inequality of re- 
ward." against reward that comes to
